For the first time, he gave some 
official indication of the nature of 
ht| talks with Kennedy, although 
American and British 
diplomats 


have been providing regular, in- 
.formal reports on the talks which 
began last Tuesday. 


The prime minister called for 


"a partnership in Ihe nuclear as 
well as convcnlional (weapons) 
field," and U.S. officials here said 
that Kennedy and he had talked 
about this idea and Kcnney sup- 
,flfi " 


were reported lo have expressed 
privately in their talks 
concern 


about the French policy under 
President Charles do 'Gaulle of 
building up a separate nuclear 
striking force for France. They 
evidently fear this would'cventual- 
ly lead lo similar action by other 
European allies and produce a 
demand in West Germany for an 
((dependent nuclear force. 


Presumably, Kennedy and Mac- 


millan hope that the "partner- 
ship" idea, when fully developed, 
will result in a change in French 
policy.

The owner of the land on which 


!he cotton is grown, the operator, 
and the tenants are joir.dy and 
severally responsible for compli- 
ance for stalk destruction. 


The stalk destruction deadline 


was changed from January 31 to 
April 15 beginning this year in- 
order for a number of growers 
to participate in the ASC program 
of winter cover crops; and also 
in lessening the hazard of walei 
and wind erosion 
in- a numbei 


of areas. 


Even Though Ihe deadline wat 


extended, growers were urged lo 
pick their fields out just as soon 
as possible and destroy the stalks 
immediately thereafter, and nol 
pul off destroying the stalks until 
just before the April .15'deadline. 
Early slalk destruction not only 
gives a better kill of pjnk boll- 
worms bul will also aid in'other 
insecl control.

Slow-growing radioactive earboi

Life-span 
From new measurements, sci 


enlists of the National Bureau o 
Standards conclude that radioac 
live eurbon-M has a half-life o 
5,700 years—not fi.Gfill. 


This is important because ear 


bon-14 is one of the most valuable 
tracer atoms and lime clocks 01 
earth for estimating the age o 
archeological specimens. 


The radioactive carbon, created 


in the air by cosmic ruys, gets 
into every 
living 
thing, plants, 


animals, and man. After death, 
no more is added through intake 
of food or air. So a measure of 
how much radio.-icfive carbon ;i 
mummy or a pile of wood ashes 
contain can tell how old it is. The 
half-life is the lime it takes for 
half of any given starling amount 
of the radioactive atoms to break 
down. Witli carbon-14, half of all 
the atoms in a specimen would 
decay or disappear in .l.yiiO years, 
and half of the remainder in the 
next 5,7(iO years, and .so on. 


Fish Story
